Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  Annual  Report  on  the 
hea.lth  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended 
51st  December,  19^9 . 

The  Registrar  General* s  estimate  of  population  for  mid  19^9  was 
3,040,  a  decrease  of  50  over  that  for  19©. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  v/as 
81,  a  decrease  of  27  on  the  I968  figures. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  47  (that  is 
27  Males  and  20  Females),  and  this  figure  shows  a  decrea.se  of  5  on  that  for 
the  previous  year’s  figures.  There  v;ere  no  still  births  during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  number  8  and  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lungs  and  bronchus  were  classed  as  being  responsible  for  2  deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18  for  England  and  Wales  is  again, 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country, 

A  total  of  21  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  recorded 
(as  against  8  notifications  received  during  I968)  made  up  as  follov/s  : 

Measles  17,  Chicken  Pox  4. 

It  is  worth  remembering  that  the  enquiry  in  I964  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  published  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  shov;ed  that 
1  in  15  persons  suffering  from  measles  developed  a  potentially  serious  complication, 
and  that  4  per  1,000  suffered  from  neurological  disturbance  (in  a  quarter  of  whom 
there  was  evidence  of  impaired  consciousness  or  encephalitis).  Against  this 
must  be  set  the  growing  volume  of  evidence  that  currently  available  measles 
vaccines  are  relatively  free  from  serious  adverse  reactions.  Local  health 
authorities’  returns  show  that  1,117,268  children  were  given  measles  vaccine  in 
England  and  Wales  between  the  beginning  of  the  campaign  in  May  I968  and  the  end 
of  December,  I969.  Over  the  slightly  longer  period  from  May  I968  until  the  end 
of  April  1970,  the  number  of  reactions  to  measles  vaccine  reported  totalled  273* 

It  is  hoped  that  these  figures  clearly  shov/  the  benefit  of  measles 
vaccination,  and  that  everyone  will  support  efforts  to  ensure  its  general  use 
for  all  susceptible  children  up  to  and  including  the  age  of  15.

During  19^9  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we 
received  no  notification  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district.

untiring  efforts  during  the  year,

As  is  appreciated  this  is  one  of  the  most  iraportant  functions  for 
which  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families 
living  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions, 

Wirksworth  has,  I  believe,  a  first  class  record  of  post  war  Council 
housing. and  taken  by  and  large,  its  housing  problem  is  much  less  intense  than 
many  other  similar  local  authorities. 

This  is  perhaps  borne  out  by  the  undernoted  statistics  supplied  to 
me  by  the  Housing  Officer  as  to  the  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Housing  Waiting 
List  as  at  31st  December,  1969 .

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  modernisation  and 
improvement  programme  of  fourteen  pre-war  council  houses  at  King  Street, 
Middleton  was  completed  and  the  houses  re-occupied. 

The  construction  of  a  further  fourteen  council  houses  at  Stile  Croft 
Middiet on-by-V/irksworth  began  and  these  are  scheduled  to  be  completed  in  1970.

The  work  of  securi  g  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the  district 
was  maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  1968.  This  routine,  but  essential 
work  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails  a  considerable 
number  of  meetings  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and  occupiers  by  virtue 
of  the  fact  ti)at  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory, 

Hov\f  ver,  it  has  alv/ays  been  my  experience  that  when  informal  actioh 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  than  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  take  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  this  informal  action  by  its  very  nature 
is  most  time  consuming.

IMPROVEIvENT  G-RANTS 


V/ork  on  improving  suitable  houses  continued  during  theyear  at  a 
steady  rate.  Only  ten  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  a  total  of  twenty  one  in  1968,  All  these  Standard 
Grant  Applications  were  approved.  The  work  is,  I  think,  one  of  the  most 
satisfying  aspects  of  the  Department’s  work,  as  the  applicant  is  in  all  cases 
very  satisfied,  with  his  improved  standard  of  living,  and  in  each  case  a  house 
has  been  brought  up  to  a  standard  which  is  more  in  keeping  with  modern  ideas. 

It  is  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  this  work  of  improving  houses  leads  to 
an  improved  standard  of  maintenance  which,  in  the  long  term,  prevents  the 
deterioration  of  a  house  into  a  slum  dwelling,  thus  avoiding  the  provision  of 
a  new  Council  dwelling  in  which  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  following  particulars  of  formal  applications  received  and 
approved  for  Standard  Grants  for  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no  doubt 
be  of  interest  to  members  of 'the  Council.

Despite  the  vagaries  of  the  British  Climate,  a  weekly  back  door 
system  of  refuse  collection  v/as  maintained  reasonably  satisfactorily  during 
the  year.  Extreme  difficulty  is  experienced  however,  during  times  of  inclement 
weather  and  following  publi  holidays  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council 
have  approved  a  recommendation  to  employ  an  additional  loader  for  four  months 
during  each  winter  season.  This  will  do  much  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the 
system. 

The  new  tip  was  established  at  Intake  Lane  in  May  and  the  West 
End  tip  was  levelled  and  prepared  to  receive  top  soil,  the  spare  capacity 
being  held  in  reserve  for  inclement  weather. 

Refuse  collection. is,  I  think,  a  service  taken  very  much  for  granted 
until  the  rare  occasion  when  for  some  reason  or  other  the  slightest  variation 
from  the  expected  weekly  routine  emptying  of  the  dustbin  occurs.  Perversely 
the  better  the  service  the  more  noticeable  any  departure  from  the  normal, 
particularly  at  holiday  times  when  the  men  themselves,  of  course,  entitled  to 
expect  a  rest  from  their  labours, 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  manual

4.  Education  Activity 

With  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  various  posters 
and  wall  sheets  on  clean  food  and  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning  have  been 
displayed  in  the  area.  The  subject  matter  of  these  posters  is,  of  course, 
changed  from  time  to  time. 

5.  Disposal  of  Unsound  Food 

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  locally,  either  by  incineratrOn 
whenever  possible,  failing  this,  on  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips.  There  remains 
a  close  liaison  with  proprietors  of  food  businesses  in  the  voluntarily  surrender 
of  food  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream,  now 
stands  at  19.  None  of  the  19  registered  retailers  of  Ice-Cream  actually 
manufacturer  Ice-Cream,  but  all  are  registered  as  retailers  of  pre-packed, 
individual  Ice-Creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of  national  repute.  All 
the  19  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  by  me  and  monthly  samples  have 
been  taken  vifhere  ever  possible  and  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  samples  which  I  have 
taken  on  your  behalf  during  the  year  19^9 .  As  will  be  seen,  all  samples  taken 
were  pronounced  satisfactory  by  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.

The  two  fish  frying  premises  in  the  area  received  routine  inspections 
during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  conditions 
obtained  therein  are  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  further  major  alterations  worthy  of  note  carried 
I  out  to  either  of  these  premises  during  the  period  under  review,  and  they  continue 
to  operate  in  a  clean  and  hygienic  manner.

As  will  be  seen  from  ray  statistics  under  General  Sanitary  Administration 
at  the  commencement  of  this  report,  there  is  now  only  bakehouse  in  use  in 
the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  and  I  can  only  continue  to  bring  to  your  notice 
each  year  the  conditions  prevailing  in  this  establishment.  No  further  actual 
structural  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  the  Y/irksworth  bakehouse  where 
the  business  is  still  carried  on  in  very  grin  surroundings  with  little  room  for 
(  extension.  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  reported  to  you  in  previous  years 
that  I  would  dearly  like  to  see  these  premises  either  brought  up  to  the  modern 
standards  now  enjoyed  by  the  majority  of  the  workers  in  this  industry,  or, 

[  alternatively  cease  to  be  used. 


However,  the  standard  of  bread  and  confectionery  produced  from  these 
premises  appears  to  be  of  good  quality  and  I  have  no  complaints  whatsoever 
from  the  public  during  the  period  under  review.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  South  Derbyshire  Vifater  Board  provide  the  water  supply 
for  the  town,  and  I  am  indebted  to  K'lr,  I.G-.  Edwards,  Engineer  and 
General  Manager,  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  his  observations  which 
are  given  below 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequa.te  in  iquantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality, 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  a,nd  treated  waters. 

A  total  of  97  bacteriological,  2  chemical  and  94  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the  v^orks  and  from 
various  points  in  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District. 

Of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken,  3  indicated  the 
presence  of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples  taken  were 
satisfactory. 

Consumers  in  the  Middleton  and  Bolehill  areas  of  Wirksworth 
are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Homesford  Treatment  Wrirks 
via  the  Breamfield  Reservoir,  The  remainder  of  the  Urban 
District  is  supplied  from  the  two  local  sources  given  below  :

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  in  this  area  is 
liable  to  plumbo -solvent  action,

(e)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  population  supplied. 

(i)  Number  of  dwelling  houses,  and  houses  and  shops  1,807 

(ii)  Estimated  population  supplied  3,086 

(iii)  I  have  no  record  of  the  number  of  houses 
supplied  by  means  of  standpipes . 

In  addition  22  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  myself,  all  of  which 
proved  satisfactory. 


During  the  year  the  delivery  of  water  for  domestic  use  has 
continued  to  three  cottages  at  Godfreyhole,  Apart  from  the  ’‘Salty"  to'^te 
to  the  water,  as  reported  last  year,  samples  have  indicated  that  the  well 
water  is  bacteriologically  unsuitable  for  domestic  use.  At  the  time  of 
writing  negotiations  are  in  hand  with  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board 
for  the  properties  to  be-  connected  to  the  main's  supply. 
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
